MARSHAL from page 5 
to take part in the 
parade,” wrote Renee. 

“Papa,” who will turn 
90 on November 16, 
“was an instrumental fig- 
ure in much of Rogue 
River's success back in 
the day,” she added. 

And, the = -annual 
Rooster Crow was “a big 
deal when we were 
kids,” she recalled, shar- 
ing memories of twirling 
a baton in the annual 
parade and, later, lead- 
ing the marching band 
as a majorette. 

The Rooster Crow, 
however, isn't Niquette’s 
only claim to fame. 

Richard Niquette 
dubbed “Nick” by all his 


friends and customers 
also was among those 
who initiated the tradi- 
tion of the giant 
Christmas tree at the tri- 
angle at the center of 
town. Although the 
annual Christmas tree- 
lighting ceremony has 
moved across Depot 
Street to the Downtown 
Plaza Park , the annual 


festivities _ were held 
there for more than 50 
years. 


Niquette’s visit this 
summer will stir ‘up 
memories for many old- 
timers and those who 
remember “Nick the 
butcher” working behind 
the meat counter at 
Nick’s Market at the cor- 


ner of Main 
Broadway in the 1950s 
or visiting the popular 
soda fountain there. 

During the first two 
years of the Rooster 
Crow, he slow-roasted 
slabs of beef in under- 
ground pits, and then 
“gave it all away” to the 
crowds gathered, said 
Renee. 

“He was always a 
generous person,” she 
added. 

Niquette, born and 
raised in Southern 
California, arrived in 
Rogue _ River in 
November 1946. The 
returning World War Il 
veteran and newlywed 
brought his Swiss-born

Hopkins introduced the 
young man to the local 
Veterans of Foreign 
Wars (VFW) and Gail 
started him on his career 
as a butcher in July 
1947. 

“One of the great old- 

school butchers,” Niqu- 
ette honed his skills as a 
meat cutter before going 
into the U.S. Army, 
Renee recalled. 
_ After working for Gail, 
he leased a corner of 
Gelvin's Grocery Store 
for his butcher shop, and 
later purchased and ren- 
ovated the “Old Brick 
Store” at Main and 
Broadway. In June 1952, 
he opened . Nick's 
Market. 

“The original store still 
had a concrete water 
* trough and _hitching 


post,” Renee said about 
the circa 1912 building 
that was a general mer- 
chandise and feed store 
in the early days. 

The upper story, once 
a theater and dance hall, 
became the. family 
home. 

In addition to running 
the store, the Niquette 
sold hot dogs, hamburg- 
ers and sodas during the 
popular Saturday night 
dances at the ol’ Rogue 
River City Park. Before 
Interstate 5 sliced a 
chunk out of Depot 
Street, the park-area 
had an outdoor concrete 
dance floor and band- 
stand. 

“The freeway came 
through and changed 
this little town,” said

Rogue River's famed Rooster 
Crow Contest started in 1953 as a 
clever, some say silly, way to let 
folks know that Rogue River is a 
town, not just a river. 

Shade Coombs, inspired by 
the tale of Welsh coal miners who 
staged colorful rooster crowing 
contests during their holidays, 
shared the idea with fellow mer- 
chants interested in generating a 
little publicity and self-promotion. 

Coombs's proposition was 
accepted by the Rogue River 
Booster Club and funds were set 
aside for a cash prize for the 
owner of the rooster that crowed 
the most within a 30-minute peri- 
od. 

The first contest was held May 
23, 1953. There were 75 roosters 
perched and ready to let loose 
when Chief of Police William 
Peters fired the opening gun at 10 
a.m. The caged cocks were free to 
crow for half an hour. Hollerin’ 
Harry crowed 71 times and earned 
his owner $50. 

Now, $50 was a sizable sum, 
considering that in 1953, gas was 
25 cents a gallon as were a loaf of 
bread and a gallon of milk. And, 
coffee was a mere 50 cents a 


pound. Interstate 5 had yet to be 
built, but still more than 500 people 
traveled to the tiny hamlet of 
Rogue River to witness the contest 
held at City Park. 

The contest continued to 
entertain even after the final cock- 
a-doodle-doo. Grants Pass auc- 
tioneer Charlie Morrison auctioned 
off the fowl---some had gone afoul, 


ruffling the feathers of their coop- | 


side handlers. 

Silent Sam owned by Bill 
Reeder was offered first. Having 
lived up to his name, his owner dis- 
gustedly bid 10 cents and then 
watched a flurry of bidding. After 
high bidder Harold McKenzie paid 
$50, there was a rush of rooster 
owners hoping to cash in, but the 
bidding dropped rapidly. - 

A drizzling rain that turned to a 
downpour failed to dampen the 
spirits of the spectators or the
